For the benefit of COG and POP files 
the ff. highlights have been noted: Dr* Wilhelm Heinrich VO So, ox-SS colonel, 

was born on 1 July 1896 in Roetock/Mecklbg . In 1918 he obtained his doctorate 
from the .University of Rostock, where he had studied jurisprudence and 
economic* ♦ In 1923 he was a chartered accountant in Leipzig and Berlin* 

1925. found him as a manufacturing engineer in Leipzig. In 1934 he joined 
the SS, having been previously a member of the Stahlhelm. He was general 
manager of the Reichawerke Hermann GOERINO, in 1938, and in 1939 president 
of the SKODA Werke and the BRU3MNEH VfAFFEN Werke* In April 1946 he was ar- 
rested by CIC, which noted that he had information on Geirnan atomic bomb re- 
search and a wakeless radar-controlled torpedo. He was described as 5*10” 
(178cm) tall, with blue eyes and grey hair. He gave his residence as 
Rottach/Tegernsee (Eavaria). Seeatrasse 6 8. He stated that his 3 3 ona were 
killed during VAT II, that his wife was idlled in the CSR in *45 and that 
his parents were missing. H±3 daughter resided in Cct. r 46 at Bremen, 
Neustadt-Contrescarpe 142 c/o DAi£MANN.
